Isothermal Lines, 

Bcientists have made a study of 
these variations of lines of temper- 
ature from lines of latitude, based 
on weather observations during a 
period of years. From time to time 
their conclusions are given to the 
werld by way of maps showing 
what they are pleased to call 
‘‘isothermal’’ lines which mark in 
graphic manner the differences be 
tween lines of temperature anu 
lines of latitude. 


The Work of Ocean Currents 

The Atlas of Canada published 
in 1915 by the Department of In- 
terior gives a double page chart 
showing the average temperatures 
for each month of the year 
throughout the Dominion. The 
isothermal lines show freaks of 
direction and a contempt for lines 
of latitude that to the unscientific 
sind is most startling. Speaking 
generally, it appears that Hud- 
son's Bay and the Arctic ice cur- 
rent on the-Labrador coast push 
the temperature of Eastern Can- 
ada further south than the latitude 
demands; while the Japan current 
of the Pacific pushes the same 
lines in the western part of wes- 
tern Canada far north of what the 
latitude would naturally permit. 
Of course the lines vary with the 
months. 


Edmonton, Winnipeg, Simpson. 
A statement of the conclusions 
reached by the scientists of Can- 
ada after many years of recorded 
observation regarding the summer 
and winter temperatures, especial- 
ly of Central Canada—the Prairie 
west—canot but be of interest. To 
take only three points, Winnipeg, 
Edmonton, and Simpson: Winni- 
peg in latitude 50, Edmonton in 
latitude 53.5, and Simpson almost 
in latitude 62. Edmonton is 250 
miles further north than Winnipeg 
and Simpson is almost 600 miles 
further north than Edmonton. 
Edmonton is 16 degrees of 
longitude further west than 
Winnipeg and Simpson is eight 
degrees further west than 
Edmonton. In direct distance Win-| 
nipeg is roughly 775 miles from! 
Edmonton, and Simpson about 
650 miles. Winnipeg has an altl- 
tude of about 750 feet above sea 
level, Edmonton 2,200 and Simp-| 
son somewlmt less than 500, 


The Facts in the Case. 


The isothermal chart shows that 
for the erop growing months of 
May, June, July, August and Sep- 
tember there is very little differ- 
ence in the average monthly tem- 
perature of the three points men- 
tioned. In May Edmonton and 
Winnipeg have the same average 
of 50, while Simpson has 44, In 
June Edmonton is 57, two degrees 
higher than Simpson and Winni- 
peg four degrees higher than Ed-| 
monton, In July Edmonton and 
Simpson are both 60, with Winni- 
peg six degrees higher, In August 
Edmonton and Simpson are again 
the same, 56, with Winnipeg seven 
degrees higher. In September 
Simpson is 44, three degrees lower 
than Edmonton and Winnipeg 53, 
six degrees higher than Edmon- 
ton, 


Summer As Warm at Simpson As 
At Edmonton. 

The crop of the year grows 
chiefly in the months of June, July 
and August, Growth begins in the 
Jatter part of May and ends about 
the nfiddle of September, From 
the records it would appear that 
so far as the three principal grow- 
ing mouths are concerned Simpson 
has as good a climate as Edmon- 
ton and is very little behind in 
May and September. Winnipeg

be complete without a statement 
of the comparative hours of sum- 
mer sunlight, The atlas gives a 


{chart showing the hours of sun- 
light during the months of June, 


July and August respectively over 
the whole of Canada. From this 
chart it appears that Winnipeg 
has an average of 16.5 hours of 
sunlight during June, 16 in July 
and 146 in August, Edmonton 
has 17 hours in June, 16.5 in July 
and 14,5 in August. Simpson has 
19.5 hours during June, 18.5 dur- 
ing July and 15.75 during August, 
. As this works out, Winnipeg 
has 1,440.5 hours of sunlight in 
the three midsummer months, Ed-

1646, or 195.5 more than Winni- 
peg, and 175 more than Edmonton, 
That is Simpson has sixteen 12 
hour days of sunlight during the 
period most needed by growing 
crops, more than Winnipeg has 
and fourteen more than Edmon- 
ton.
